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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: the claim should be written 
as follow: -The code reading terminal according to claim 4 is a cellular phone.-- 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Daisuke, JP 
patent no. 200-125008. 

Daisuke disclose a cellular phone comprising: camera means 1 1 for capturing an bar code 
image recorded on a recording medium, the image containing ring tone data and other dada; 
means for extracting bit information encoded in the image and then interprets code information 
comprising the extracted bit information to obtain ring tone data, the ring tone data is registered 
in the phone memory or in a portable storage medium 1 12. The system of Daisuke is capable of 
performing all the functional and method steps of the claimed invention (see figures 1-3, 
abstract).
